Five of Our Sailors Killed In a Battle 


Off Oftrdtsnas. 
| 


Washington, May l8.-On Wednesday

of last week the war department issued 
orders which indicated a speedy inva- 
sion of Cuba by a mighty army of reg- 
ulars and volunteers, but later events 
have halted the preparations somewhat 
General Wesley Merritt was named to 
command the infantry which will go to 
the relief of Admiral Dewey, and Mer- 
ritt will be military governor of the 
Philippines. A private letter received 
in Mobile from Havana told of a cele- 
bration in that city "in honor of the 
capture of four American ports"—Mo- 
bile, Charleston, Pensacola and Boston 
The steamer Charleston was ordered to 
leave San Francisco at once for Manila 


On Thursday George Downing, alias 


Rawlings, committed suicide by hang- 
ng at the Washington barracks, where 
he was awaiting trial on a charge of 
being a Spanish spy. The evidence 
against Downing, who was a natural- 
ized Englishman and ex-chief yeoman 
on the cruiser Brooklyn, was of such 
a nature that he would have been 
shot. He had been furnishing informa- 
tion to Ex-Minister Polo de Bernabe 
Secretary Long received a cable mes- 
sage from Admiral Dewey, showing 
that communication with the Philip- 
pines has been re-established. 


On Friday last came details of a bat- 


tle at Cardenas, Cuba, resulting in the 
partial destruction of the torpedo boat 
Winslow and the killing of five of he- 
crew. 
The gunboat Wilmington and 


the auxiliary tug Hudson were also en- 
gaged. The boats went within reach 
of the Cardenas batteries, when fire 
was onened on them from the shore. 
The vessels responded, and for 35 min- 
utes there was the liveliest kind of can- 
nonading. During the engagement the 
Winslow's forward boiler and star- 
board engine were knocked out and 
the vessel left 
helpless. 
While the 


Hudson was preparing to tow the dis- 
abled vessel out of range of the guns a 
shell exploded on the Winslow's deck 
instantly killing two men and injuring 
three others so severely that they died 
within a few minutes. Our sailors be- 
lieve that great damage \vas done in 
Cardenas by the fire of our guns 
The 


dead sailors of the Winslow, the first 
killed on our side in the war, are Worth 
Bagley. ensign; John Varveres, oiler- 
John Daniels and J. V. Meek, both first 
class firemen, and Josiah Tunnel (col- 
ored), cabin cook. Five others were 
wounded, including LJeutenant Ber- 
nardou. commander of the Winslow. 


Another important event of Friday 


was the sailing of Commodore Schley's 
flying squadron from Fort Monroe on 
sealed orders, presumably to co-operate 
with Admiral Sampson in an expected 
battle with Spanish warships. The

statement denying that no contraband 
of war or Spanish gunners were landed 
at Havana by the French steamer La- 
fayette, as had been charged. Lieu- 
tenant Rowan, U. S. A., arrived at Key 
West with important dispatches from 
General Gomez, commander of the in- 
surgent forces in Cuba, to General 
Miles.

A Bread-Making Macbliin Th»t I>oe> the 


Work of Eight M«u. 


A machine, about as high and not 


Bo broad as a man, is doing the work 
of eight men at a bakery in Indianapo- 
lis. Half of ita height is taken up by 
its legs, BO that the working part of 
the machine is compact. 


At the top is a trap door, opening 


downward. The dough falls on thia

door and passes through four sets of 
two rollers each placed at different 
distances apart. 
When the dough 


leaves the last pair it is one-eighth of 
an inch thick and has been thoroughly 
kneaded. 
It falls on a piece of can- 


vas attached to two rollers. The rol- 
lers come together, forming a pocket 
with the canvas, which forms the 
dough loaf-shape, and when the rol- 
lers separate again the dough is 
thrown out upon a table. 
The oper- 


ator, however, usually grasps the 
dough as the rollers open, and places 
it in the pans on the table ready for 
the oven. 


Running at easy speed, the machine 


will knead and 
mold 
thirty-four 


loaves a minute. 
The dough is fee 


into the machine by a chair carrier, on 
which tin cups as large as a saucer, 
•but deeper, are fixed every two or 
three inches. Each cup holds enough 
dough for one loaf of bread. 
Just as 


the cup reaches the trap door it turns 
over a pulley to go back to the dough 
table and the dough falls on the trap 
door. 
Two men at the dough table 


fill the cups as they pass. 
Only two 


machines have as yet been made, and 
they are being operated in Chicago and 
Indianapolis bakeries, owned by the 
inventor.

"Wheat Prices and Bread Biota." 
New York World: 
It is well to re- 


member that the phenomenal advance 
in the pries of wheat—»$i.50 a bushel 
—is in very slight degree, if at all, due 
to the war. 


It so happens that last year every 


great wheat-producing country in the 
world except our own had a short crop, 
some of them having scarcely any crop 
at all, while we had, not the greatest 
yield we ever had, but a very great 
crop. France, Germany, Italy, Eng- 
land and all the rest have now to buy 
the wheat that ordinarily they produce 
in great part for themselves. Russia 
•has no surplus to export. India has lit- 
tle, Egypt next to none and even our 
new South American competitor, Ar- 
gentina, has needed practically all her 
wheat for home consumption. 


Thus crop conditions and war have 


caused whatever is bad in the present 
high prices of wheat. For there is both 
good and bad in the condition that 
•exists. 
To our farmers and other hold- 


ers that they mean a wealth, that will 
share indirectly with all other classes 
of the community. To the French and 
Italian Governments they mean a great 
loss of revenue. 
To the French and 


Italian people, and in lesser degree 
to the German people, they mean a 
hunger which in Italy is finding violent 
expression in bloody bread riots that 
threaten revolution. 


As for similar conditions in Spain, 


they have the additional causes of a 
"wasteful and hopeless war with the 
United States and some centuries of 
excessively bad government. 


But in the main the high price of 


wheat, with its enrichment of our coun- 
try and its imperishment of other peo- 
ples, is the result of crop conditions of 
an unusual and almost a phenomenal 
character. 


A Decision of Local Interest. 
The Supreme Court has decided the 


suit of Hayes vs. Cumberland county, 
affirming the decision of the Superior 
Coutt. 
This decision is of great inter- 


est to magistrates and constables in the 
town and county. 
The decision is 


that magistrates and constables are 
entitled to be paid by the county under 
the fee bill of 1893 for all cases of 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct 
and vagrancy. 


- All colonies have a right /o become 
independent of the mother country, if 
they so please; but never had any 
colony a better ground for adopting 
this course than Cuba. The attempt 
-of Spain to maintain her sway in that 
island has been characterized by hide- 
ous atrocities and the civil war has 
been encouraged by the persons sent 
from Spain to end it, in order that 
they may make money. Cuba is almost 
ruined; its people are starving. The 
end of the war is as far off, so far as 
Spain is concerned, as it ever was. 
Under these circumstances, the deter- 
mination of the United States to se- 
cure to Cuba her independence is 
worthy of all praise—London Truth.

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“Wheat Prices and Bread Riots.” 
New York World : 
It is well to re­ 
member that the phenomenal advance 
in the price of wheat— $i*5° a bushel 
— is in very slight degree, if at all, due 
to the war. 


It so happens that last year^every 
great wheat*producing country in the 
world except our own had a short crop, 
some of them having scarcely any crop 
at all, while we had, not the greatest 
yield we ever had, but a very great 
crop. 
France, Germany, Italy, E n g ­ 
land and all the rest have now to buy 
the wheat that ordinarily they produce 
in great part for themselves. 
Russia 
has no surplus to export. India has lit­ 
tle, Egypt next to none and even our 
new South American competitor, Ar­ 
gentina, has needed practically all her 
wheat for home consumption. 


Thus crop conditions and war have 
'caused whatever is bad in the present 
high prices of wheat. For there is both 
good and bad in the condition that 
«exists. 
To our farmers and other hold­ 
ers that they mean a wealth, that will 
share indirectly with all other classes 
of the community. To the French and 
Italian Governments they mean a great 
loss of revenue. 
To the French and 
Italian people, and in lesser degree 
to the German people, they mean a 
hunger which in Italy is finding violent 
expression in bloody bread riots that 
threaten revolution. 


As for similar conditions in Spain, 
they have the additional causes of a 
wasteful and hopeless war with the 
United States and some centuries of 
excessively bad government. 


But in the main the high price ot 
wheat, with its enrichment of our coun­ 
try and its imperishment of other peo­ 
ples, is the result of crop conditions of 
an unusual and almost a phenomenal 
m 


•character. 


A Decision of Iiocal Interest. 


The Supreme Court has decided the 
suit of Hayes vs. Cumberland county, 
affirming the decision of the Superior 
Couit. 
This decision is of great inter- 
•est to magistrates and constables in the 
town and county. 
The decision is 
that magistrates and constables are 
entitled to be paid by the county under 
the fee bill of 1893 for all cases of 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct 
and vagrancy.

Severe Storm. 


A severe !wind, rain and hail storm 
passed over this section on Monday after­ 
noon, but no particular damage has been 
reported to us. The following from the 
Gettysburg Star and Sentinel shows the 
storm to have been much more severe in 
other sections: 


Monday afternoon, about 2 o’clock, a 
heavy thunder storm struck our town, 
with rain in torrents, and at one time 
the wind took the velocity of a cyclone 
uprooting trees and unroofing houses. 


On South Washington street four ten­ 
ant house owned by W. S. Duttera were 
unroofed, the wind carrying them to the 
foot of the lot, crushing the hog pen and 
killing a hog belonging to andrew Tim­ 
bers, one of the tenants, and the roofs 
crushed all the outbuildings on the 
premises. 


A large tree on the lawn of E. A. Wea­ 
ver, and a tree in Dr. Eckenrodc’s yard 
were uprooted. 


Several trees in the college campus 
were blown down. 


Trees were blown down in several 
parts of the town. 


At Mr. Peter Culp’s a large tree and a 
chimney were blown down, and the 
pavements torn up. 


J. 0. Blocher had several of his fine 
trees blown down. 


THE COUNTY STORM. 


We hear that a great deal of damage 
has been done in the county., especially 
west of town. 


On the Wierman farm, Cumberland 
township, the roof of the barn was blown 
off and a number of trees uprooted. The 
section hands of the W, M. R. R. were in 
the barn at the time, and had a narrow 
escape. 


At John S. Forney’s,Cumberland town­ 
ship, the barn doors were blown down, 
the tenant barn and corn crib blown over 
and all his worm fences laid flat. 


Cornelius Weaver, near Seven Stars, 
met with quite a loss. His wagon-shed 
was blown down, damaging three bug­ 
gies and a Dayton wagon, part of his 
barn was blown in, and some of the slate 
on his house was damaged. 


Conrad Walter’s corn crib blew over 
and killed a fine hog. 


The corn crib and wagon shed of R. 
M. S. Gilbert, Highland township, were 
damaged. 


Great damage to timber is reported. 


Tuberculosis Spreading*. 


A Chambersburg dispatch says: Farm­ 
ers in this section of the State are becom­ 
ing alarmed about an outbreak of tuber­ 
culosis, and they fear that the State quar­ 
antine and examination is not being en­ 
forced. 
In this county there have been 
cases in Hamilton, Green and Letterken* 
ny townships. 
State Veterinarian Pear­ 
son has been appealed to, and he says that 
the funds of the departmentment atHar* 
risburg have been exhausted and he has 
declined to order any examinations.1 


Pen-Mar Electric Boad. 


The indications are that the electric 
railway at Pen-Mar will not be con­ 
structed this season. 
There seems to bo 
a hitch in the company, which is com­ 
posed cliieiiy of Baltimore and Waynes­ 
boro* capitalists. John 0. Hoover, of 
Pen-Mar, stated that the road would not 
be constructed for a year, and gave as a 
reason that “it was not so much of a 
matter of getting the right of way as it 
was the eliminating of certain objection­ 
able elements in the company.** It is 
understood that the company contem­ 
plate reorganization, and when the com­ 
pany is free of obstructionists the work 
of building the road, which is to be ex­ 
tended to Blue Ridge Summit and Wayn­ 
esboro*, will be renewed. Mr. Hoover 
says on account of the delay real estate 
and building operations are being held 
up, as nobody wants to buy or build un­ 
til the trolley project is definitely settled.

State Fishing Laws.

ty of $50 fine and imprisonment. The 
catching of black bass or wall-eyed pike 
under six inches, is unlawful; penalty $10 
for each fish.

Fishing with nets and set lines is 
strictly prohibited under a penalty of 
$100; fish weirs, fish baskets, the use of 
torpedoes, dynamite, giant powder, elec­ 
tricity, lime or any explosive or poison­ 
ous substance, is forbidden, under penal­ 
ty of $50 fino and imprisonment. 
The

under six inches, is unlawful; penalty $10 
for each fish. It is lawful to take pike 
from Juno 1st to February 1st, spreckled 
trout from April 15th to July 15th, black 
bass and others from May 30th to Janu­ 
ary 1st.

CUE MILITARY EDUCES, 


IF NEEDED, UNCLE SAM COULD RAISE 


AN ARMY OF TEN MILLIONS. 


And It Would Be Made Up *f Good Fight- 


ing Material-I<equlr«.>n»«iit» for Kiillnt- 
ineut Mor«> Jtlgld Than formerly—Con- 
dltldii* Under Which Men Ar« lt«crulted. 
Should you volunteer your services 


at the first call for an addition to the 
army, you may stand a chance to 
enter the ranks if you are between 21 
and 30 years old, * of good character 
and habits, able bodied, free from 
disease, not less than five feet and 
four inches tall and between 128 and 
190 pounds in weight. If you measure 
above five feet ten inches in height, 
or weigh above 165 pounds, you cau 
enter the infautry or artillery, but not 
the cavalry. 


These are the requirements for en- 


trance to the regular army. 
They 


would remain in force during the 
mustering of volunteers until men 
should be passed in Avith insufficient 
speed. Then the restrictions in regard 
to age would be made less exacting. 
Ii} great emergency the fighting age 
•would doubtless be stretched to from 
18 to 45. The restrictions in regard 
to weight would perhaps be changed, 
but very heavy men would not be ac- 
cepted. Fat men do not make as good 
soldiers as thin men. 


The war department has prepared a 


table showing what it considers to be 
the correct proportions of height, 
•weight and chest measurement. A 
man 5 feet 4 inches tall should weigh 
128 pounds, should have a chest 
measuring 32 1-2 inches 
without 


breath and a chest expansion of at 
least two inches. A man 5 feet 10 
inches tall should weigh 155 pounds, 
should have a chest measuring 35 
inches when without 
breath ' and 


should have a chest expansion of 2 1-2 
inches. 
Similarly, if he is 6 feet 1 


inch tall, he should weigh 176 pounds, 
should measure 36 1-4 inches around 
the chest, expansion of at least 2 1-2 
inches. Weights between these are 
given proportionate measurements for 
the other details. 


In the event of war many require- 


ments prescribed for enlistment in the 
regular army during peace must be 
eliminated. 
For instance it would be 


impossible to enter the army in time 
of peace if you were married, if you 
are not a citizen of the United States 
or a candidate for citizenship, or if 
you cannot speak, read or write the 
English language. 
Married men and 


foreigners are readily accepted as 
volunteers in case of war, and it would 
count for little whether a private 
could read and write or not. 


Similarly, in the navy certain re- 


strictions are eliminated in case of war. 
Males may enter the navy if they are 
between 14 and 35 years old. Intime 
of war the maximum age limit would 
doubtless be raised ten years. Ac- 
cording to the printed regulations per- 
sons enlisted in the na^al service 
must be "of robust frame, intelligent, 
of perfectly sound and healthy consti- 
tutions, free from any physical defects 
or malformation, and not subject to 
fits." 


Many vacancies for patriotic boys 


-will occur in the event of a war. Boys 
between 16 an 18 may enter the army, 
but only as musicians. To be a drum- 
mer-boy in the war would be very 
picturesque. To enlist for such ser- 
vice, however, a boy must have "the 
written consent of his father, onlv 
surviving parent or legally appointed 
guardian." 


With similar consent boys between 


14 and 17 may enter the navy to serve 
as apprentices, but they must be of 
robust frame, intelligent, of perfectly 
sound and healthy constitution" and 
free from a long list of physical defects. 
A boy of 14 must measure not less 
than 4 feet 9 inches, weigh not less 
than 70 pounds and while breathing 
naturally must have a chest measure- 
ment not less than 28 inches. 


To begin with, each volunteer would 


get the same pay as now allowed -the 
soldiers of the standing army, of equal 
rank. This pay might be raised to en- 
courage new recruits, but it is very 
unlikely that it would ever be lowered. 
In the land service you would, as an 
enlisted man, earn from 812 to $34 a 
month, according to your grade— 
•whether a private, musician, wagoner, 
artificer, saddler, farrier, blacksmith, 
corporal, trumpeter sergeant or ser- 
geant-major. If enlisted in the navy 
yon would receive from $16 to $60,ac- 
cording to rank. 


Scientific opinion is united in agree- 


ing that our raw material for war pur- 
poses is superior to that available in 
'61. Statistics of full-grown men in 
our late war show that the Americans 
were of greatest stature It will be 
remembered that almost all nation- 
alities were represented in that con- 
flict. Professor Donath of Buda Pesth, 
on the other hand, finds that in all 
European countries where military en- 
listment is compulsory to every male 
citizen,the percentage of men rejected 
because of siuallness of stature has 
largely increased during the past ten 
years.

dwarf race, compared with us.

all Latins they Lave deteriorated, 
physically.

pears to be the healthiest of the world.

the United States of the reindeer in- 
dustry in Alaska, was a passenger on 
the westbound train which passed 
through here. 
Mr. Kjellman is a 


Norwegian, about forty years of age. 
For several years he was a buyer and 
a shipper of reindeer, and as such 
made regular trips to Lapland to buy 
them for slaughter. He became an 
expert in the matter. He subsequently 
came to this country, settling near 
Madison, Wis. 


Kev. Sheldon Jackson, formerly of 


Rochester, this state, a very energetic 
Presbyterian minister, is a missionary 
in Alaska, and is the author of the 
movement to introduce the reindeer 
in Alaska. Mr. Kjellman was secured 
to take charge of the work. 
The 


government started in five years ago 
and now has a herd of 1500 in Alaska. 
This spring 1000 more females will be 
imported from Siberia, and with this 
large addition it is expected that there 
will soon be reindeer enough in Alas- 
ka to make traveling easy. The theory 
of the government is that with means 
of getting about Alaska will soon be 
explored. When it was first proposed 
to take food into the Klondike coun- 
try the 
government 
appropriated 


$200,000 for the purpose. 


Mr. Kjellman was at once sent to 


Lapland and in ten clays had these 
reindeer ready for shipment. 
He 


paid $10 a piece for them in Lapland, 
and they will cost about §80 or $90 
laid down in Alaska. 
He says the 


government could readily sell them 
for $200 each to Kloudikers. 
The 


great advantage of the reindeer over 
the dog or horse is that he can find 
his own food. They live entirely on 
moss, and in the time he has been in 
Alaska he never camped in but two 
places where he could not tether out 
a reindeer and have it find plenty of 
food. 
Dogs and horses hare to be 


fed, and this is the difficulty with 
them. The reindeer are raised like 
sheep and sold like sheep for the mar- 
ket. 
Mr. Kjellman says there are 


reindeer in Canada—far north—by 
the thousands, and that there would 
be money in breeding them for the 
market, as the meat could be sold at 
all times without the restrictions of 
the game law. The reindeer in his 
charge have not had any water since 
leaving Lapland—they will not drink. 


In case some snow is found in Mon- 


tana they are going to stop and let 
them have some. Mr. Kjellman says 
that they will then go a month longer 
without suffering from thirst. 
There 


is some moisture in the moss which is 
fed them «nd this keeps them from 
suffering. 
This moss does not grow 


south of the 65th parallel of latitude, 
but there is sufficient in Alaska to main- 
tain from nine to ten million reindeer. 
No matter how much a reindeer is 
driven or handled he never becomes 
tame so he can be caught. 
Take the 


straps off him and he has got to be 
lassoed. 
They fight with their front 


feet. 
They are not altogether tract- 


able and are liable to get out of pa- 
tience and attack one. Frequently 
they will turn when harnessed, as 
there are no thills to the sled, and at- 
tack the driver. He has made sixty 
miles in five hours with a single rein- 
deer. Unless there is a load they 
drive them single. They can cover a 
hundred miles m a day easily. 
They 


work them at from three to seven 
years and are at their best at four 
years and weigh about 275 pounds.- 
St. Paul Pioneer-Press.

Many persons arc at a loss to un 


derstand how it happens that Chil 
has a cruiser which bears the decided 
ly Irish name O'Higgiua. 


Our own government, as we know, 


has attempted to purchase this excel 
lent cruiser which has just been com- 
pleted in England. The name O'Hig. 
gins is held in affection and reverence 
in Chili. It is said that she AVOU!(] 
have sold us this cruiser had it borne 
any other name, but the Chilians will 
never part with a cruiser named in 
honor of one of her best beloved pa- 
triots. 


There were two famous O'Higgins. 


Bernardo, the more famous, was the 
natural sou of Ambrosio H. O'Higgins, 
who was known in County Meath, Ire- 
land, where he was born, as Ambrose 
Higgins. 


This Higgins was educated in Cadiz 


by his uncle, a priest. 
When he 


reached manhood he went to South 
America to make his fortune. 
This 


was in 1750. He landed at Buenos 
Ayres, put all the money he had into 
a peddler's stock, and with that 
strapped to liis back tramped over the 
Andes. 


It was his good fortune to reach 


Chili in the midst of a revolution. 
Like a genuine Irishman, he took a 
hand in the fight at once. He proved 
the best fighter of the lot, rose rapid- 
ly, and in 1788 became captain general 
of Chili. 


Then he tacked the "O" to his 


name. He received the highest title 
the country could confer, and was 
subsequently appointed viceroy 
oj 


Peru, holding which office he died at 
Lima in 1801. 


Bernardo O'Higgins, the more fa- 


mous son of a famous father, was born 
at Chilian, Chili, August 20, 1776. 
He was educated in England, where 
he remained until 1802, when he re- 
turned to Chili. His father died the 
year before. O'Higgins became in- 
volved at once in the revolutionary 
plots of the time. In 1810 he was al- 
ready a leader of the Kevolutionary 
party. When it obtained control of 
the government he was appointed to 
the command of the army, succeed- 
ing Carrera, who then took the field 
to overthrow the government, accord- 
ing to the usual course of things in 
that period. 
But a Spanish army 


crossing the border from Peru, the 
rivals agreed to combine their forces 
and wage Avar on the common enemy. 
Carrera, however, failed to co-operate 
with O'Higgins at a critical stage of 
the campaign—he was openly charged 
with treachery afterward— and the 
army led by O'Higgins was complete- 
ly routed by Osorio at Raneagua. 
The country was abandoned to the 
Spaniards, the Chilians retreating in 
broken battalions over the Andes. 
O'Higgins then offered his services 
to San Martin, who had collected an 
army at Mendoza. 
The patriots in- 


vaded Chili early iu 1817, and on Feb- 
ruary 12 of that year, -a great battle 
was fought at Chacabuco, where O'Hig- 
gins, heading a desperate charge, 
turned defeat into a brilliant victory. 
The occupation of Santiago followed, 
and San Martin declining to accept 
the responsibilities of office, O'Hig- 
gins became supreme director of Chili, 
which was another name for dictator. 
In six years he had driven the last 
Spanish force out of the country. 


Bernardo O'Higgins was a very able 


man. Under his rule Chili diveloped 
rapidl-y. He was finally overthrown 
by his old rival, Carrera, and disap- 
peared from public life in 1823. He 
went to Lima, and lived in seclusion, 
dying there October 24, 1842. 


O'Higgins struck Spain many a 


hard blow, and a cruiser used against 
Spain could bear no name more ap- 
propriate than his.—Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. 


within the building. The largest tank 
contains sea water in its normal state, 
and the others are heated to various 
temperatures to suit the require- 
ments of all. The longest tank is 350 
feet in length, and L-shaped, being 
250 feet wide at its greatest width, and 
150 feet in its narrowest. The baths 
are supplied by the ocean direct, but 
pumping facilities are provided, in 
case of a failure of the tides, by which 
water can be forced in at the rate of 
6000 gallons per minute. 


The emptying of the tanks required 


wonderful ingenuity, so that a return 
of water once used might be avoided. 
Refuse water in the main outlet, re- 
ceiving the contents of all the tanks, 
is piped hundreds of feet to the other 
side of the headlands, thus passing 
into the tidal current, and far awav 
from the baths. 


On the inland side of the tank rises 


the vast amphitheatre; tier upon tier 
of seats rising higher and higher, 
though from each and all of them a 
commanding view of the swimming 
tanks is obtained. 


Forty tub bathrooms are also pro- 


vided for those who are less active. 
The great building also contains a 
museum gallery. 
Here are found 


nummies, curiosities of all kinds 
rorn old Egypt, curios from the marts 
of Damascus, from China, Japan, 
Arabia and Persia, the old world and 
the new contributing a wonderful va- 
riety, including Alaskan relics, and 
Indian souvenirs from the new El 
Dorado of the 
Yukon. 
A won- 


derful collection of 
original state 


papers of the times of the Stuarts 
and Cromwell is here seen, an assort- 
ment not to be matched outside of 
England. 
Other wonderful features 


of the operating plant are the great 
engines and boiler room. There is 
also a laundry, the limit of whose ca- 
pacity is 20,000 suits, and 40,000 
towels per day. The kitchen, 30 by 
50 feet, contains four large ranges, 
etc., with provisions for the wants of 
6000 visitors. 
Innumerable electric 


lights are dispersed throughout the 
building. 


A BRIGAND CAPTAIN'S CAREER. 


GREAT ENGINEERING PEAT. 


The News of His Recent Capture Causes 


a Sigh of Relief. 


The news of the capture of the noto- 


rious brigand, Captain Athanas, the 
terror of travelers in the Balkans, has 
caused a sigh of relief. His career is 
the most remarkable in modern brig- 
andage. 
He had withdrawn himself 


rom his profitable and romantic busi- 
less some time before his capture and 
ived peacefully as a citizen at Kusl- 
owitz. His past did not, apparently, 
affect his social position in a town 
which is somewhat remarkable for its 
indifference as to the antecedents of its 
inhabitants, for the one very good rea- 
son that he had given up all the incon- 
venient habits associated with his for- 
mer adventurous life. He tried even to 
make himself popular among his 
neighbors and gave his ill-gotten gains 
—a veritable Robin Hood—for the 
benefit of the poor and distressed. 


The deed by which his memory will 


go down to posterity is undoubtedly 
the "holding up" of the international 
express in 1891 from Constantinople 
to Vienna at the station of Tscher- 
keskoi, close to the Turkish capital. 
The train was derailed, and the pas- 
sengers, under the escort of the Ber- 
lin tourist firm of Stangen,were plun- 
dered and carried off to the mountains 
to be held as hostages until a ransom 
was paid. Among them was an Eng- 
lishman. 
With the exception of four 


Germans and a Jew, all were subse- 
quently released. With a sharp eye 
to business, the Jew, a rich Berlin 
merchant named Moritz Israel, was 
dispatched 
to Constantinople and 


brought the alarming news that the 
hostages would be murdered unless a 
ransom of 200,000 francs was forth- 
coming. The German government in- 
tervened and finally paid the ransom. 
Later some of the brigands were cap- 
tured. But Athanas managed to evade 
all pursuit.—St. James' Gazette.

for OOOO Visitors. 


The erection and final completion 


of the Sutro baths of San Francisco, 
constitute a worthy ending to the long 
and wonderful career of Adolph Sutro, 
now closed by the failure of his giant 
intellect. 
"So baths of ancient Borne 


were ever comparable to them in size, 
grandeur or extent. 
The origin of 


these baths furnishes a chapter in the 
history of engineering of unique in- 
terest. Sitting on a rock overlooking 
the sea, close by his Cliff House, fa- 
mous the world over, Mr. Sutro mused 
upon ways and meaus of utilizing the 
great power of the sea dashing in upon 
the crags and flooding the hollows of 
the shore. 


By a basin scooped out of solid 


rock the ocean has been harnessed to 
the will of the builder, for the sea is 
dashed into it with every surging of 
the waves. From this basin the salt 
water is conducted to a settling tank, 
from which it passes through various 
small canals, into the mammoth swim- 
ming tanks. 


The tanks are inclosed in a struc- 


ture skirting the edge of the shore, 
rising inland, 
in three successive 


heights, giving the outward aspect of 
tljree roofs, each higher than the 
other. 
The entire building is of 


steel, iron and glass, giving a -^on- 
derful effect of light and airiness. 
The six bathing or swimming tanks 
are nearest to the sea, and the surf

A TYPICAL EGYPTIAN VILLAGE. 


ITnt» of Sun-Drivri Mud, Without VeutlU- 


tlou and Full of Vermin. 


B. Talbpt Kelly, the English art- 


ist, has written for the Century an 
article entitled "An Artist Among the 
Fellaheen." 
Mr. Kelly says of a 


typical Egyptian village: 


Built entirely of sun-dried mud, the 


small, low huts, from considerations 
of economy and space, join one an- 
other whenever possible. Narrow and 
tortuous lanes, left at haphazard, 
form the only thoroughfares, in which 
at first appears to be a huge mound of 
mud, 
surmounted by heaps of cotton 


and durra stalks, which serve the dual 
purpose of thatch and fuel. 
Many of 


these lanes are merely culs-de-'sac, 
ending abruptly in a neighbor's court 
yard, and forcing one to retrace his 
steps and try again. Experience has 
taught me that the streets lead iu the 
direction at first suggested; it is often 
safer to start the other-way, and trust 
to the winding of the path to bring 
one out somewhere near the desired 
spot. 


As a rule, the villages have the ap- 


pearance of fortifications, the outside 
walls being frequently without doors 
or windows, and the lanes of the vil- 
lage terminating in massive wooden 
doors, which are usually closed at 
nightfall, and guarded on the inside 
by the village guffrah, or night watch- 
men.

Each "house" has usually one door, 


opening into the lane, small and low; 
and the few windows, if provided at 
all, are merely slits in the mud wall, 
innocent of glass or shutter, but or- 
namented with a lattice of split bam- 
boo, placed crosswise during building. 
Ventilation there is virtually none, 
the smoke of the fire of dung or corn 
cobs finding its egress by the door, 
and well nigh choking the inhabitants, 
which include not only the family, but 
chickens, turkeys, pigeons goats and 
whatever live stock the inhabitants 
possess. 


Every effort to exclude air seems to 


be made, the houses being too low to 
feel the breezes, and the streets too 
narrow to allow of any air circulation. 
The roofs, covered with piles of rub- 
bish for fuel, afford accommodation 
for a second installment of goats, 
pigeons, cats and especially dogs. One 
wonders how life caa be supported in 
such conditions; yet the people are 
well conditioned and healthy, living 
their lives in the fields and returning 
to their houses only to eat and sleep. 
Insect life naturally abounds, the 
Egyptian flea particularly being a 
prodigy of manly vigor and activity; 
but the Fellah has a hide like a ga- 
moose (the Egyptian buffalo), and 
even travelers like myself eventually 
become impervious to its onslaught. 
Outside the village and almost at their 
very doors, the filth and offal of the 
place are deposited, resulting in the 
development of that plague peculiar to 
Egyptian life—' 'flies''—disgusting, but 
very necessary as scavengers, without 
which and the equally valuable rat 
these villages would quickly become 
uninhabitable.

Madrid, May 18.—Senor Sagrasta spent 


the -whole day in conferences with sev- 
eral members of the last cabinet and In 
fresh negotiations with the leaders of 
the right wing of the Liberals, Senor 
Gamasso and Senor Maura, who insist 
upon obtaining:, as a condition of their 
Joining- the ministry, a well defined pro- 
gram upon the following points: Tho 
war, the international •' question, the 
colonial policy in the West Indies and 
th« 
Philippines, 
home 
affairs 
and 


finance, both for present urgent ways 
and means, and for future reorganiza- 
tion. 


The Spanish papers resolutely dis- 


cuss the expediency of continental al- 
liances, which they affect to consider 
one of the principal objects of the fu- 
ture cabinet. The Republican papers 
urge an alliance with France and Rus- 
sia, at the same time agreeing with the 
Monarchial papers in expecting much 
from the attitude of Emperor William. 


The queen regent suspended all re- 


ceptions and festivities arranged for 
In Madrid and the provinces on the oc- 
casion of the 12th birthday of her son, 
in view of the war and the situation in 
Spain. She, however, distributed 25,000 
pesetas among the local charities and 
hospitals. Numerous telegrams of sym- 
pathy 
were 
received 
from 
foreign 


courts, the most 
conspicuous 
being 


from the pope, Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, Emperor Nicholas, Emperor Will- 
lam and ex-Queen Isabella of Spain. 


At the moment of his departure from 


the Cape Verde islands Admiral Cer- 
vera, in command 
of the Spanish 


squadron in West Indian waters, made 
the following address to the crews of 
his ships: "After three years of strug- 
gle In Cuba we were nearing the end 
of the trouble, which certainly would 
have been ended three months ago but 
for America's aid. The nation, be- 
lieving she had created by underhand 
means a thousand embarrassments, 
but that nevertheless she would not be 
ab.le to attain the object of her ambi- 
tion, at last threw off the mask and, 
•when the insurrection was on its last 
legs, commenced against us the most 
unjust war in the history of the world. 
Spain did not wish for war. Her con- 
duct proved this. She conceded every- 
thing a self respecting nation coulc 
concede, but the Americans, whose am 
bition is insatiable, always asked for 
something more, and even what be- 
longed to us—Umt land discovered by 
Spaniards, led by Columbus. Forward 
then, to the war, since we are forcec 
thereto by the Americans' blind ambi- 
tion. But let us enter the coming com- 
bat as did Spaniards of old, strong in 
their rights and trustful in God, who 
will never abandon a just cause, and 
who will aid our efforts." 


The newspapers here assert that let- 


ters for Spain, even letters containing 
checks and other valuables, have been 
stopped at New York and destroyed. 
The papers demand that the govern- 
ment make reprisals upon Americans 
resident in Spain.

The departnnent 
offlcials are begininni; to show a little 
sensUiveness to criticism in the matter 
of delay in bringinir the Spanish fleet 
Into action, conscious as Ihey are thai 
they have made all dispatch compatible 
with due re&ard for the safety of our 
own ports, as well as of the lives of the 
crews of our warships. 


Every day there is talk of a changi^ 
In the naval plans brought about by 
some movement -of the Spanish squad- 
ron, but what the latest nhase of the 
campaign is nobody outside of the mem- 
bers of the war boards is competent to 
cay. 
The general Impression is that 
no particular effort is to be made just 
now to pursue the Spaniards so long 
as they keep Avithin the confines of the 
Gulf of Mexico and the Cai'ibbean sea, 
but that Sampson and Schley, in com- 
bination» will enclrclo 
the Island 
of 
Cuba, maintain the blockade and con- 
voy troops across the Florida straits 
if necessary, meanwhile simply keep- 
ing a watch on the 
Spanish 
flying 
squadron to see that it does not do 
mischief either to the American fleet 
or, by escaping into the Atlantic, to 
tlie seaboard cities. 


Considerable pressure has come upon 
the administration from congressional 
quarters to have the campaign has- 
tened, and there are thought to be signs 
of a resumption of the plans ,of the 
military leaders for the invasion of 
Cuba at the point where they were 
suddenly suspended by the announce- 
ment of the arrival of the 
Spanish 
flying squadron at Martinique. 
It may 
be presumed that everything Is in trim 
for departure at short notice without 
open manifestation of preparations. 


There are indications that the war 
department has been brought to see 
the wisdom and fairness of the sug- 
gestions thrown out by Major General 
Merritt that his expedition should con- 
sist of not less than 1F>,000 men. and 
that at least a third of them should be 
seasoned troops from the regular army» 
capable of meeting on even terms the 
veteran Spanish soldier3 who garrison 
Manila. 


General Merritt took occasion yester- 
day, in a message to Secretary Long, 
to deny very emphatically the accuracy

WAR NEWS OF THE WEEK. 


f i v e of Our Sailors Killed In a Battle 


Oir Cardonn-«^. 
Washington, May 18.—On Wednesday 
of last week the w^ar department issued 
orders w'hich iwdicated a speedy inva- 
sion of Cuba by a mighty army of reg- 
ulars and volunteers, but later events 
have halted the preparations somewhat. 
General Wesley Merritt was named to 
command tho infantry which will go to 
the relief of Admiral Dewey, and Mer- 
ritt will be military 
governor of 
the 
Philippines. 
A private letter received 
in Mobile from Havana told of a cele- 
bration in that city "in honor of the 
capture of four American ports*'—Mo- 
bile, Charleston, Pensacola and Boston. 
The steamer Charleston was ordered to 
leave San Francisco at once for Manila. 


On Thursday George Downing, alias 
Rawllngs, committed suicide by hang- 
ing at the Washington barracks,where 
he was awaiting trial on a charge of 
being 
a 
Spanish spy. The evidence 
against Downing, who was a natural- 
ized Englishman and ex-chlef yeoman 
on the cruiser Brooklyn, was of such 
a nature that he would have been 
shot. He had been furnishing informa- 
tion to Ex-Mlnister Polo de Bernabe. 
Secretary Long received a cable mes- 
sage 
from 
Admiral Dewey, showing 
that communication with the Philip- 
pines has been re-established. 


On Friday last came details of a bat- 
tle at Cardenas, Cuba, resulting in the 
partial destruction of the torpedo boat 
Winslow and the killing of five of her 
crew. 
The gunboat Wilmington and 
the auxiliary tug Hudson were also en- 
gaged. 
The boats went within reach 
of the Cardenas batteries, when fire 
was onened on them from the shore, 
Tlie vessels responded, and for 35 min- 
utes there was the liveliest kind of can- 
nonading. 
During the engagement the 
Winslow's forward 
boiler 
and 
star- 
board engine were knocked out and 
the vessel left 
helpless. 
While 
the 
Hudson was preparing to tow the dis- 
abled vessel out of range of the guns a 
shell exploded on the Wln.slow's deck, 
instantly killing two men and injuring 
three others so severely that they died 
within a few minutes. 
Our sailors be- 
lieve that great damage was done In 
Cardenas by the fire of our guns. 
The 
dead sailors of the Winslow. the first 
killed on our side in the war. are Worth 
Bagley, ensign; John Varvere.s, oiler; 
John Daniels and J. V. Meek, both first 
class firemen, and Joslah Tunnel (col- 
ored), cabin cook. 
Five others 
were 
wounded. Including lieutenant 
Ber- 
nardou, commander of the Winslow. 


Another Important event of Friday 
was the sailing of Commodore Schley's 
flying squadron from Fort Monroe, on 
sealed orders, presumably to co-operate 
with Admiral Sampson In an expected 
battle with 
Spanish 
warships. 
The 
state 
department 
issued 
an 
ofliclal 
statement denying that no contraband 
of war or Spanish gunners were landed 
at Havana by the French steamer La- 
fayette, as had been charged. 
Lieu- 
tenant Rowan, U. S, A., arrived at Key 
West with important dispatches from 
General Gomea, commander of the In- 
surg^ent forces 
in Cuba, to 
General 
Miles. 
The regular troops have 
left 
Chlokamauga National Park, Ga., for 
points further- south, and the park is 
being occupied by regiments of the VOIT 
unteer army. 


Sunday brought another report from 
Admiral Dewey, the hero of Manila, 
saying that he was in absolute control 
and could take Manila at any moment. 
On May 12 he captured the Spanish 
gunboat Callao, which entered the port 
in ignorance of the fact that war had 
been 
declared. 
There 
Is 
a 
great 
scarcity of provisions in Manila, and 
the admiral thought the Spanish gov- 
ernor would soon surrender. 
Admiral 
Dewey was notified that troops and 
ammunition would be sent to him soon. 
Governor General Blanco, at Havana, 
sent out two Spanish war vessels with 
intent to lure our blockading fieet be- 
neath the guns of Morro Castle, but the 
plot failed, though a number of shots 
were 
fired. 
Crews of fishing smacks 
captured by the Cuban blockadmg fieet 
report that reconcentrados have been 
driven from Havana, and are dying 
of starvation by hundi^ds. 
They de- 
clare that fiocks of vultures are feeding 
on the dead bodies. The steamer Gus- 
ele returned to XCey West, havjng made 
two 
unsuecessful 
attempts 
to 
land

" W h e a t Prices and Bread B i o t s . " 


New York World : 
It is well to re- 
member lhat the phenomenal advance 
in the pries of wheal—$1*50 a bushel 
— i s in very slight degree, if at all, due 
to the war. 


It so happens that last year every 
great wheat-producin« country in the 
world except our own had a short crop, 
some of them having scarcely any crop 
at all, while we had, not the greatest 
yield we ever bad, but a very 
great 
crop. 
France, Germany, Italy, Eng- 
land and all the rest have now to buy 
the wheat that ordinarily they produce 
in great part for themselves. 
Russia 
has no surplus to export. India has lit- 
tle, Egypt next to none and even our 
new South American competitor, 
Ar- 
gentina, has needed practically all her 
wheat for home consumption. 


Thus crop conditions and war have 
^caused whatever is bad in the present 
high prices of wheat. For there is both 
good 
and bad in the condition that 
»exists. 
T o our farmers and other hold- 
ers that they mean a wealth, that will 
share indirectly with all other classes 
of the community. T o the French and 
Italian Governments they mean a great 
loss of revenue. 
T o the French and 
Italian 
people, 
and in lesser 
degree 
to the German 
people, they mean a 
hunger which in Italy is finding violent 
expression in bloody bread riots that 
threaten revolution. 


As for similar conditions in Spain, 
they 
have ihe additional causes of a 
wasteful 
and hopeless 
war with 
the 
United 
States and some centuries of 
excessively bad government. 


But in the main the high price ot 
wheat, with its enrichment of our coun- 
'try and its imperishment of other peo- 
ples, is the result of crop conditions of 
an unusual and almost a phenomenal 
•character.

orni MILITARY FORCES. 


IF NEEDED, UNCLE SAM COULD RAISE 
AN ARMY OFTEN MILLIONS. 


And It "Would lio Mndo 
of Good FlRrht- 
inic Mntorlnl-Rpqulrrni^iit» for KnllAt- 
inont Moro UlRld Than foruiorly—Con- 
ditidus Uiulur Which Men Aro Kccrnited. 
Should you volunteer your services 
at the first call for an addition to the 
army, you may Btaud a chauco to 
enter the ranks if you are between 21 
and 30 years old/of pood character 
and habits, 
able bodied, free from 
disease, not less than five feet and 
four inches tall and between 128 and 
190 pounds in weight If you measure 
above five feet ten inches in height, 
or weigh above 165 pounds, you can 
enter the infantry or artillery, but not 
the cavalry. 


These are the requirements for en- 
trance to the regiilar army. 
They 
would remain in force during the 
mustering of volunteers until men 
should bo passed in with iusufficient 
speed. Then the restrictions in regard 
to age would be made less exacting. 
Ii^ great emergency the fighting age 
would doubtless be stretched to from 
18 to 45. 
The restrictions in regard 
to weight would perhaps bo changed, 
but very heavy men would not be ac- 
cepted. Fat men do not make as good 
soldiers as thin men. 


The war department has prepared a 
table showing what it considers to bo 
the' correct j^roportions 
of height, 
weight and chest measurement» 
A 
man 5 feet 4 inches tall should weigh 
128 pounds, 
should have 
a chest 
measuring 32 1-2 inches 
Avithout 
breath and a chest expansion of at 
least two inches. 
A man 5 feet 10 
inches tall should weigh 155 pounds, 
should have a chest measuring 35 
inches -svhen without 
breath ^ and 
should have a chest expansion of 2 1-2 
inches. 
Similarly, if he is 6 feet 1 
inch tall,be should weigh 176 pounds, 
should measure 36 1-4 inches around 
the chest, expansion of at least 2 1-2 
inches. 
Weights between these are 
given proportionate measurements for 
the other details. 


In the event of war many require- 
ments prescribed for enlistment in the 
regular army during jDeace must be 
eliminated. 
For instance it would be 
impossible to enter the army in time 
of peace if you -were married, if you 
are not a citizen of the United States 
or a candidate for citizenship, or if 
you cannot S23eak, read or write the 
English language. 
Married men and 
foreigners are readily 
accepted as 
volunteers in case of war, and it would 
count for little whether a private 
could read and write or not. 


Similarly, in the navy certain re- 
strictions are eliminated in case of war. 
Males may enter the navy if they are 
between 14 and 35 years old. 
fin time 
of war the maximum age limit Avould 
doubtless be raised ten years. 
Ac- 
cording to the printed regulations per- 
sons enlisted in the na^al service 
must be '*of robust frame, intelligent, 
of perfectly sound and healthy consti- 
tutions, free from any physical defects 
or malformation, and not subject to 
fits." 


Many vacancies for patriotic boys 
^ill occur in the event of a war. Boys 
between 16 an 18 may enter the army, 
but only as musicians. To be a drum- 
mer-boy in the war would be very 
picturesque. 
To enlist for such ser- 
vice, however, a boy must have "the 
written consent of his father, only 
surviving jDarent or legally appointed 
guardian." 


With similar consent boys between 
14 and 17 may enter the navy to serve 
as apprentices, but they must be of 
robust frame, intelligent, of perfectly 
sound and healthy constitution*' and 
free from a long list of physical defects. 
A boy of 14 must measure not less 
than 4 feet 9 inches, weigh not less 
than 70 pounds and while breathing 
naturally must have a chest measure- 
ment not less than 28 inches. 


To begin with, each volunteer would 
get the same pay as now allowed -the 
soldiers of the standing army,of equal 
rank. This pay might be raised to en- 
courage new recruits, but it is very 
unlikely that it would ever be lo-\vered. 
In the land service you would, as an 
enlisted man, earn from $12 to §34 a 
month, 
according to your grade — 
•whether a private, musician, wagoner, 
artificer, saddler, farrier, blacksmith, 
corjioral, trumpeter sergeant or ser- 
geant-major. 
If enlisted in the navy 
you would receive from $16 to $60, ac- 
cording to rank.

HABITS OF 
REINPEdR, 


Thpy rind Tlioir Own Food and Will Not 
I>r]iik "Watnr but Kat Snow Iniitcad» 
W. A, Kjellman, superintendent for 
the United States of the reindeer in- 
dustry in Alaska, was a passenger on 
the westbound train which passed 
through here. 
Mr. Kjellman is a 
Norwegian, about forty years of age. 
For several years ho "was a buyer and 
a shijiper of reindeer, and as such 
made regular trips to Lai)land to buy 
them for slaughter. 
He became an 
export in the matter. He subsequently 
came to this country, 
settling near 
Madison, Wis, 


Eev. Sheldon Jackson, formerly of 
Rochester, this state, a very energetic 
Presbyterian minister, is a missionary 
in Alaska, and is the author of the 
movement to introduce the reindeer 
in Alaska. 
Mr. Kjellman was secured 
to take charge of the work. 
The 
government started in five years ago 
and now has a herd of 1500 in Ala'ika. 
This spring 1000 more females will be 
imported from Siberia, and with this 
large addition it is expected that there 
will soon bo reindeer enough in Alas- 
ka to make traveling easy. The theory 
of the government is that with means 
of getting about Alaska will soon bo 
explored. 
When it Avas first proposed 
to take food into the Klondike coun- 
try 
the 
government 
appropriated 
$200,000 for the purpose. 


Mr. Kjellman Avas at once sent to 
Lapland and in ten days had these 
reindeer ready for shipment. 
He 
paid $10 a i^iece for them in Lapland, 
and they will cost about §80 or 
laid down in Alaska, 
He says the 
government could readily sell 
them 
for $200 each to Klondikers. 
The 
great advantage of the reindeer over 
the dog or horse is that he can find 
his own food. 
They live entirely on 
moss, and in the time he has been in 
Alaska he never camped in but two 
places where he could not tether out 
a reindeer and have it find plenty of 
food. 
Dogs and horses have to be 
fed, and this is the difficulty with 
them. 
The reindeer are raised like 
sheep and sold like sheep for the mar- 
ket. 
Mr. Kjellman says there are 
reindeer in Canada—far north—by 
the thousands, and that there would 
be money in breeding them for the 
market, as the meat could be sold at 
all times without the restrictions of 
the game law. 
The reindeer in 
his 
charge have not had any water since 
leaving Lapland—they will not drink. 


In case some snow is found in Mon- 
tana they are going to stop and let 
them have some. 
Mr. Kjellman says 
that they will then go a month longer 
without sulTering from thirst. 
There 
is some moisture in the moss which is 
fed them ifnd this keeps them from 
suffering. 
This moss does not groAV 
south of the 65th j^arallel of latitude, 
but there is sufficient in Alaska to main- 
tain from nine to ten million reindeer. 
No matter how much a reindeer is 
driven or handled he never becomes 
tame so he can be caught. 
Take the 
straps off him and he has got to be 
lassoed. 
They fight with their front 
feet. 
They are not altogether tract- 
able and are liable to get out of pa- 
tience and attack one. 
Frequently 
they will turn when harnessed, 
as 
there are no thills to the sled, and at- 
tack the driver. 
He has made sixty 
miles in five hours ivith a single rein- 
deer. 
Unless there is a load 
they 
drive them single. 
They can cover a 
hundred miles in a day easily. 
They 
work them at from three to 
seven 
years and are at their best at four 
years and weigh about 275 pounds,— 
St, Paul Pioneer-Press,

O'HIGGINS. 


Why % CrUlo ííntuo AVim Given to tli© 
Ofcfit Chilian Crulnor* 


Many persons are at a loss to un- 
derstand how it happens that Chili 
has a cruiser which bears the decided- 
ly Irish name O'Higgins, 
' 


Our own government, as we know, 
has attempted to purchase this excel- 
lent cruiser which has jusb been com- 
pleted in England. 
The name O'Hig- 
gins is held in affection and reverence 
in Chili. 
It is said that she would 
have sold us this cruiser had it borne 
any other name, but the Chilians will 
never part with a cruiser named in 
honor of one of her best beloved pa- 
triots. 


There were two famous O'Higgins, 
Bernardo, the more famous, was the 
natural son of Ambrosio H, O'Higgins, 
who was known in County Meath,Ire- 
land, where he was born, as Ambrose 
Higgins, 


This Higgins was educated in Cadiz 
by his uncle, a priest. 
When ho 
reached manhood he went to South 
America to make his fortune. 
This 
was in 1750, 
He landed at Buenos 
Ayres, put all the money he had into 
a peddler's stock, 
and 
with 
that 
strapped to his back trami}ed over the 
Andes. 


It was his good fortune to reach 
Chili in the midst of a revolution. 
Like a genuine Irishman, he took a 
hand in the fight at once. 
He proved 
the best fighter of the lot, rose rapid- 
Iv, and in 178S became captain general 
of Chili. 


Then he tacked the 
to his 


name. 
He received the highest title 
the country could confer, and was 
subsequently 
appointed viceroy 
of 
Peru, holding which office he died at 
Lima in 1801. 


Bernardo O'Higgins, the more fa- 
mous sou of a famous father, was born 
at Chilian, Chili, August 20, 1776. 
He was educated in England, where 
he remained until 1802, when he re- 
turned to Chili. 
His father died the 
year before. 
O'Higgins became in- 
volved at once in the revolutionary 
jDlots of the time. 
In 1810 he was al- 
ready a leader of the Eevolutionary 
party. 
"When it obtained control of 
the government he was appointed to 
the command of the army, succeed- 
ing Carrera, who then took the field 
to overthrow the government, accord- 
ing to the usual course of things in 
that period. 
But a Spanish army 
crossing the border from Peru, the 
rivals agreed to combine their forces 
and wage war on the common enemy. 
Carrera, however, failed to co-operate 
\vith O'Higgins at a critical stage of 
the campaign—he was openly charged 
with treachery afterward— and the 
army led by O'Higgins was complete- 
ly routed by Osorio at Rancagua. 
The country was abandoned to the 
Spaniards, the Chilians retreating in 
broken battalions over the Andes. 
O'Higgins then offered his services 
to San Martin, who had collected an 
army at Mendoza. 
The patriots in- 
vaded Chili early in 1817, and on Feb- 
ruary 12 of that year, »a great battle 
was fought at Ghacabuco, where O'Hig- 
gins, 
heading a desperate charge, 
turned defeat into a brilliant victory. 
The occupation of Santiago followed, 
and San Martin declining to accept 
the responsibilities of office, O'Hig- 
gins became supreme director of Chili, 
which was another name for dictator. 
In six years he had driven the last 
Spanish force out of the country, 


Bernardo O'Higgins was a very able 
man. 
Under his rule Chili diveloped 
rapidly. 
He was finally overthrown 
by his old rival. Carrera, and disap- 
peared from public life in 1823, 
He 
went to Lima, and lived in seclusion, 
dying there October 24, 1842. 


O'Higgins 
struck Spain many a 
hard blow, and a cruiser used against 
Spain could bear no name more ap- 
propriate than his.—Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, 


GREAT ENGINEERING 
FEAT, 


Xho Sutro Baths JIavo Accoininodationg 
for OOOO Visitors. 


The erection and final completion 
of the Sutro baths of San Prancisco, 
constitute a worthy endingto the long 
and wonderful career of Adolph Sutro, 
now closed by the failure of his giant 
intellect. 
No baths of ancient Bome 
were over comparable to them in size, 
grandeur or extent. 
The origin of 
these baths furnishes a chapter in the 
history of engineering of unique in- 
terest, 
Sitting on a rock overlooking 
the sea, close by his Cliff House, fa- 
mous the world over, Mr, Sutro mused 
upon ways and means of utilizing the 
great power of the sea dashing in upon 
the crags and flooding the hollows of 
the shore. 


By a basin scooped out of solid 
rook the ocean has been harnessed to 
the will of the builder, for the sea is 
dashed into it with every surging of 
the waves. 
From this basin the salt 
water is conducted to a settling tank, 
from which it passes through various 
small canals, into the mammoth swim- 
ming tanks. 


The tanks are inclosed in a struc- 
ture skirting the edge of the shore, 
rising inland, 
in three 
successive 
heights, giving the 6utward aspect of 
three roofs, 
each higher than the 
other. 
The entire building is of 
steel, iron and glass, giving a ^won- 
derful effect of lifht and airiness. 
The six bathing or swimming tank« 
are nearest to the sea, and the surf 
without is at all times visible from 


within the building. The largest tank 
contains sea water in its normal state, 
and the others are heated to various 
temperatures to 
suit 
the require- 
ments of all. 
The longest tank is 350 
feet in length, and L-shaped, being 
250 feet wide at its greatest width, and 
150 feet in its narrowest. 
The baths 
are supplied by the ocean direct, but 
pumping facilities are provided, in 
case of a failure of theticfes, by which 
water can be forced in at the rate of 
6000 gallons per minute. 


The emptying of the tanks required 
wonderful ingemiity, so that a return 
of water once used might be avoided. 
Kefuse water in the main outlet, re- 
ceiving the contents of all the tanks, 
is piped hundreds of feet to the other 
side of the headlands, thus passing 
into the tidal current, and far away 
from the baths. 


On the inland side of the tank rises 
the vast amphitheatre; tier upon tier 
of seats rising higher and higher, 
though from each and all of them a 
commanding view of the swimming 
tanks is obtained. 


Forty tub bathrooms are also pro- 
vided for those who are less active. 
The great building also contains a 
museum gallery. 
Here are found 
mummies, 
curiosities of all kinds 
from old Egypt, curios from the marts 
of Damascus, 
from China, 
Japan, 
Arabia and Persia, the old -world and 
the new contributing a wonderful va- 
riety, including Alaskan relics, and 
Indian souvenirs from the new El 
Dorado of 
the 
Yukon. 
A 
won- 
derful collection of 
original 
state 
palmers of the times of the Stuarts 
and Cromwell is here seen, an assort- 
ment not to be matched outside of 
. England. 
Other wonderful features 
of the operating plant are the great 
engines and boiler room. 
There is 
also a laundry, the limit of whose ca- 
pacity is 20,000 suits, 
and 40,000 
toAvels per day. 
The kitchen, 30 by 
50 feet, contains four large ranges, 
etc., with iDrovisions for the wants of 
COOO visitors. 
Innumerable electric 
lights are disi^ersed throughout the 
building. 


A BRIGAND CAPTAIN'S 
CAREER, 


Tho Xcwg of His Keccnt Capture Oausos 


a Siffh of liolicf. 


The news of the capture of the noto- 
rious brigand. Captain Athanas, the 
terror of travelers in the Balkans, has 
caused a sigh of relief. 
His career is 
the most remarkable in modern brig- 
andage. 
He had withdrawn himself 
from his profitable and romantic busi- 
ness some time before his capture and 
lived peacefully as a citizen at Kusl- 
owitz. 
His past did not, apparently, 
affect his social position in a town 
which is somewhat remarkable for its 
indifference as to the antecedents of its 
inhabitants, for the one very good rea- 
son that he had given up all the incon- 
venient habits associated with his for- 
mer adventurous life. He tried even to 
make 
himself j^opular 
among 
his 
neighbors and gave his ill-gotten gains 
—a veritable Robin Hood—for the 
benefit of the poor and distressed. 


The deed by which his memory will 
go down to posterity is undoubtedly 
the *'holding up" of the international 
express in 1891 from Constantinoi^le 
to Vienna at the station of Tscher- 
keskoi, close to the Turkish capital. 
The train was derailed, and the pas- 
sengers, under the escort of the Ber- 
lin tourist iirni of Stangeu,were plun- 
dered and carried off to the mountains 
to be held as hostages until a ransom 
was paid. 
Among them was an Eng- 
lishman. 
"With the exception of four 
Germans and a Jew, all were subse- 
quently released. 
With a sharp eye 
to business, 
the Jew, a rich Berlin 
merchant named Moritz Israel, was 
dispatched 
to 
Constantinople 
and 
brought the alarming news that the 
hostages would be murdered unless a 
ransom of 200,000 francs was forth- 
coming. 
The German government in- 
tervened and finally paid the ransom. 
Later some of the brigands were cap- 
tured. But Athanas managed to evade 
all pursuit,—St, James' Gazette,

A TYPICAL 
EGYPTIAN VILLAGE. 


JTnts of Snn-Dr2o<l Miut, Without VontU». 
tlon and Full of Vorniin. 


R. Talbpt Kelly, the English art- 
ist, has written for the Century an 
article entitled "An Artist Among the 
Fellaheen." 
Mr. Kelly says of 
a 
typical Egyptian village: 


Built entirely of suu-dried mud, the 
small, low huts, from considerations 
of economy and space, join one an- 
other Avhenever possible. Narrow and 
tortuous 
lanes, left at 
haphazard, 
form tho only thoroughfares, in which 
at first appears to be a huge mound of 
mud, surmounted by heai s of cotton 
and durra stalks, which serve tho dual 
purpose of thatch and fuel. 
Many of 
those lanes are merely culs-cle-sac, 
euding abruptly iu a neighbor's court 
yard, and forcing one to retrace his 
steps and try again. 
Experience has 
taught me that the streets lead in the 
direction at first suggested; it is often 
safer to start the other-way, and trust 
to the winding of the path to bring 
one out somewhere near tho desired 
epot. 


As a rule, the villages have the ap- 
pearance of fortifications, the outside 
walls being frequently without doors 
or windows, and the lanes of the vil- 
lage terminating in massive wooden 
doors, which are usually closed at 
nightfall, and guarded on the inside 
by the village gulïrah, or night watch- 
men. 


Each "house" has usually one door, 
opening into the lane, small and low; 
and the few windows, if provided at 
all, are merely slits in the mud wall, 
innocent of glass or shutter, but or- 
namented with a lattice of split bam- 
boo, placed c r o s s w i s e diu'ing building. 
Ventilation there is virtually none, 
the smoke of the fire of dung or corn 
cobs finding its egress by the door, 
and well nigh choking thé inhabitants, 
which include not only the family, but 
chickens, turkeys, pigeons goats aud 
whatever live stock the 
inhabitants 
possess. 


Every effort to exclude air seems to 
be made, the houses being too low to 
feel the breezes, and the streets too 
narrow to allow of any air circulation. 
Thç roofs, covered with piles of rub- 
bish for ^ e l , 
afford accommodation 
for a second installment 
of goats, 
pigeons, cats and especially dogs. One 
wonders how life can be supported in 
such conditions; yet the people are 
well conditioned and healthy, living 
their lives in the fields and returning 
to their houses only to eat and sleep. 
Insect life 
naturally 
abounds, 
the 
Egyptian flea particularly being a 
prodigy of manly vigor and activity; 
but the Fellah has ft hide like a ga- 
moose (the Egyptian 
buffalo), and 
even travelers like myself eventually 
become impervious to its onslaught. 
Outside the village and almost at their 
very doors, the filth and offal of the 
place are deposited, resulting in 
the 
development of that plague peculiar to 
Egyptian life—''flies"—disgusting,but 
very necessary as scavengers, without 
which and the 
equally valuable rat 
these villages would quickly become 
uninhabitable,

Madrid, May 18,—Senor Sagasta spent 
Hie whole day Jn conferences with sév- 
irai members of the last cabinet and In 
fresh negotiations with the loaders of 
Ihe rliïht winjç of the Liberals, Sonor 
Gnmazo and Scnor Maura, who insist 
upon obtaining, as a condition of their 
Joining* the ministry, a well defined pro- 
gram upon the following points:

t h t 
Philippines, 
home 
affairs 
and 
finance, 
both for present urgent w a y s 
and meani, and for future reorganiza- 
tion. 


The 
Spanish papers 
resolutely 
dis- 
cuss the expediency of continental al- 
liances, which they affect to consider 
one of the principal objects of the f u - 
ture cabinet. 
The Republican 
papers 
urge an allianco with France and Rus- 
sia. at the same time agreeing with the 
Monnrchial papers in expecting much 
from the attitude of Emperor William. 


The queen regent suspended all re- 
ceptions and festivities arranged

In Madrid and the provinces on the oc- 
casion of the 12th birthday of her son, 
in vl«w of the w a r and the situation in 
Spain.

"After three years of strug- 
gle In Cuba we were nearing the end 
of the trouble, which certainly would 
have been ended three months ago but 
for America's

lieving she had created by underhand 
means 
a

embarrassments, 
but that nevertheless she would not be 
able to attain the object of her ambi- 
tion, at last threw off the mask and, 
when the insurrection was on its last 
legs, commenced against us the most 
unjust w a r in the history of the world. 
Spain did not wish for war.
